In order to be eligible to employ- 


ment, the applicant must pass a civil 
service examination. 
Hangers must 


be physically sound, accustomed 
to 


outdoor work, must have some knowl- 
edge 
of surveying, estimating 
and 


scaling timber, and must have an un- 
derstanding of lumbering 
and the 


live stock business. 
The applicant 


must be thoroughly familar with the 
region in which he seeks employment. 
Employment contemplates the devo- 
tion of the entire time of the 
rangers 


to his duties. 
He must 
patrol to 


prevent flres and trespass, supervise 
the cutting of timber and estimate, 
survey and mark all timber cut. 
He 


must issue mining parmits,

labins and trails, enforce grazing re 
strictions, 
investigate claims and 


make arrests for violation

aws. The ranger works under the 
direction of a supervisor.

the Russian commander was attempt- 
ing to run through the narrow pas- 
sageway between the islands in the 
entrance of the Korean straights. 


A report to the effect that the Jap- 


anese have lost one cruiser and ten 
torpedo boats goes to support 
the 


theory of a night engagement. 
The 


method of the Japanese naval 
officer 


has been to launch a number of their 
fearless torpedo boats and destroy- 
ers at the enemy's lines under cover 
of darkness.

the Japanese cruiser may have been
